Jewish settler stabbed in Hebron 


Weekend of violence 
in West Bank towns 


Fresh violence flared in the West 
Bank over the weekend, with shoot- 
ing incidents and stone-throwing 

protests reported in waged towns, 
vd in 2 in East Jerusal 

On Friday a Jewish settler was 
stabbed in Hebron. He fired back at 
his assailant, wounding him in the 
abdomen. In Nablus, a settler whose 
van was stoned opened fire at his 
attackers, wounding eight persons. 

Clashes between stone-throwing 


and Nablus, where a teenager was 
shot and wounded in the leg. 

The Hebron settler, Yonah Chai- 
kin, 35, was stabbed in the shoulder 
and chest shortly before noon as he 
walked near the Jewish enclave at 
Bejt Hadassah. Chaikin was serious- 
ly wounded, but managed to pursue 
his assailant and fire at least two 
shots, one of which hit the attacker 
in the abdomen. Chaikin staggered 
to Beit Hadassah, where he col- 
lapsed and was evacuated by heli- 
copter to Hadassah Hospital in Ein 
Kerem. He was later reported in 
serious but stable condition. 

IDF officers followed a trail of 


blood ieft by the wounded attacker 
to the home of a local doctor, and 
caught up with the assailant at Alia 
ital, to where he had been 
evacuated. The attacker was identi- 
fied as Abdul Majid Shawarne, 22, 
of Dura. The dagger he had used 
was found lying on the sidewalk. 

Chaikin, a former Jewish Defence 
League activist in Boston and a 
member of Kach, told reporters 
from his hospital bed that the attack 
on him was the result of U.S. pres- 
sure on Israel to ease its tough mea- 
sures against Arab violence in the 
territories, Israel Radio reported. 

In Nablus, a van driven by a set- 
tler came under a barrage of stones 
thrown by youths near the Haj Nimr 
Mosque on Faisal Street, while Fri- 
day prayers were in progress. The 
settler and one of two women travel- 
ling with him were injured. The set- 
tler got out of the vehicle, and 
standing behind it for cover, opened 
fire with an Uzi submachine gun at 
the stone-throwers. One of the 
women in the van opened fire with a 
pistol. 

Sources in Nablus said eight per- 
sons were wounded by » in- 
cluding two 8-year-old boys, and a 
woman was struck by a bullet that 
entered her home adjacent to the 


scene of the incident. Some of the 
shots fired by the settler hit his own 
van. 


Troops arrived at the scene, dis- 
persed the rioters with rubber-bul- 
lets and tear-gas and clamped a cur- 
few on the city. Sources in Nablus 
said four persons were wounded by 
rubber bullets. The sources said 
clashes with soldiers continued in 
the old city and in the adjacent Ein 
Beit al-Ma refugee camp, where a 
teenager lost an eye when he was hit 
at short range by a rubber bullet. 

The curfew was lifted yesterday, 
but clashes immediately broke out 
between rioters and troops, and one 
youth was wounded by gunfire. 
Three schools were ordered closed 
for three days following violent stu- 
dent protests. 

A senior officer in the Nablus 
area said it was difficult to deter- 
mine whether the settler was justi- 
fied in opening fire, but it was clear 
that he was under pressure and al- 
most hysterical when firing. He said 
the IDF was considering declaring 
Nablus ἃ closed military zone on 
Fridays to prevent further such inci- 
dents.

SRI LANKAN fishermen are en- 
dangering the health of the public by 
preserving their catch with a chemi- 
cal more commonly used to embalm 
corpses. One local expert, Mercy de 
Silva, said the potentially lethal 
chemical, formalin, is being widely 
used by local fish traders instead of 
ice, a more expensive preservative 
in that Ἃ 

It's almost impossible for the 
housewife to detect formalin-pre- 
served fish, she said, adding that the 
chemical can have varying toxic ef- 
fects on people and may even cause 
death. Anyone taking formalin risks 
skin rashes, diarrhoea, nausea, and 
perhaps heart failure, according to 
doctors. Health officials have 
caught dozens of traders selling con- 
taminated fish this year but, so far, 
only one offender has been jailed -- 
for a year -- and fined $166 while 
another was given a suspended 
sentence.

Sensitive teeth, which cause you to 
cringe with pain from” ice-cream, 
coffee or even a gust of wind into 
your mouth, are a problem for one 
in every seven adults, according to 
the latest issue of American Health 


magazine. 

It is caused by the gums receding 
and exposing tooth roots, as well as 
by chronic gum inflammation and 
periodontal diseases. Acidic foods 
like citrus fruits, red wine or yoghurt 
also expose the sensitive dentin 
in the tooth and cause pain. 

A new study of these special 
toothpastes found that the potassi- 
um component in their potassium 
nitrate additives may reduce nerve 
excitability, but the actual mecha- 
nism is not certain. In any case, the 
toothpaste must be used regularly to 
have any effect.

ABOUT 40 children die every hour 
in Brazil, a nation where the young 
bear much of the brunt of the eco- 
nomic crisis, doctors and economists 


say. 

In an effort to cut public spending 
and service its massive $121 billion 
external debt, Brazil is investing less 
in health care today than it did in the 
1970s. 

At a recent Sao Paulo conference 
on the impact of the economic crisis 
on child welfare, doctors, sociolo- 
gists and economists issued a ringing 
warning to the government: Unless 
child health care is quickly im- 
proved, Brazil will pay a very heavy 
price indeed. 

Navantino Alves Filho, a consul- 
tant with the Brazilian Pediatric So- 
ciety, told the conference that about 
40 children die every hour in Brazil 
and about two million were expect- 
ed to die over the next five years, 
mainly from malnutrition. 

John Donohue, director of the 
United Nations Children’s Fund 
(Unicef), said: “Half of Brazil's 
320,000 children up to the age of 
five who die each year could be 
- saved if basic sanitaon eat educa- 
tion programmes were implement- 
od.” Child deaths are usually caused 
by diarrhea, infectious disease and 
malnutrition. 

In Brazil's northeast, acute mal- 
nutrition is producing a generation 
of stunted people little bigger than 
Aftican Pygmics. 6 

It is a startling reality for the 
world’s eighth largest economy and 
the biggest by far in the Southern 
Hemisphere. 


OFFICIAL statistics show that in- 
fant mortality rates vary considera- 
bly from year to year, apparently 
reflecting the ups and downs in the 
economy. The rate decreased 
steadily during the 1970s, but in 
1984, a year of serious recession, the 
rate jumped to 68.2 deaths per 1,000 
births compared to 62.7 in 1982. 

In 1986, government-imposed 
price controls led to a rise in real 
income and brought the mortality 
rate down to 53 deaths per 1,000 
births, the lowest ever.

“Given past experience, it is clear 
that the social cost of this economic 
crisis in terms of infant mortality will 
mirror those of the 1984 recession,” 
Malaquias Batista Filho, ἃ nutrition 
lecturer from Recife University, 
said in an interview. Batista and oth- 
er experts accused the government 
of concentrating on balance of pay- 
ment problems and of ignoring the 
ae particularly in the country- 
side. 

They mocked President Jose Sar- 
πεν slogan that boasts “everything 
for social welfare" and argued tuat 
the few 1987 statistics available 
showed government neglect of the 


poor. 

Welfare expenditure fell about 13 
per cent in 1987 compared with 
1986, while money going specifically 
to medical care dropped 10 per cent, 
according to official figures. 

In public hospitals across the 
country, basic care is precarious. 

Many experts said the money that 
was available was not used well. 

A confidential World Bank report 
leaked this April in the Brazilian 
press concluded that resources had 
not been effectively targetted to the 
underprivileged majority. 

“In fact, a large share of social 
expenditure actually subsidizes 

igh r-income groups,” the report 
sai 


One peculiarity of Brazil is the 
high number of ian births, a 
world record of 31 out of 100. This 
costs the government money, since 
according to the report 72 per cent 
of the operations — many for middle 
and upper class women -- are subsi- 
dized by the government. 

Unnecessary Caesarian births are 
en ed by underpaid doctors 
who wish to double their profits and 
save time. 

According to Roberto Macedo, a 
leading Brazilian economist and ἃ 
contributor to the World Bank re- 
port, Brazil has traditionally spon- 
sored programmes for urban work- 
ers while widely ignoring the rural 
and underemployed classes. 

“The programmes miss theiy tar- 
get,” he said.

NEW YORK (Reuter) - The dollar 
rose sharply Friday, freed at least 
temporarily from concern that cen- 
tral banks would cap its advance, 
but stocks, oil and gold all turned 


“The dollar is going higher, high- 
er, higher. There’s a demana 
dollars,” said Charles Spence of 
First Interstate’ Bank. 

Rumours that the Federal Re- 
Serve was selling dollars earlier 
spooked the market but then died 
down, giving the currency’s rally 
new life. 

The dollar closed against the West 
German mark at an eight-month 
high of 1.8145 marks, up from 
Thursday's 1.7852 and against last 
Friday's finish at 1.7495. Its perfor- 


mance against the Japanese yen was 
also impressive, as it rose to 130.45 
yen from 128.60 on Thursday and 
125.75 last Friday. ᾿ 

The British pound fell, ending at 
$1.7270 against Thursday's $1.7550, 
despite three recent British interest- 
Tate rises. 

While the dollar built momentum 
on Friday, Wall Street stocks fell as 
investors skimmed profits after the 
market's powerful rally early in the 
week, 


The Dow Jones industrial average 
finished down 5.33 points at 
2,142.96, leaving it just a few points 
below the new post-crash hugh of 
2,152.20 set Wednesday. But the 
blue-chip index was still 38.94 points 
ahead for the week. 


Oil prices fell more than 30 cents 
a barrel on the growing belief that 
Opec production in the second half 
of the year wil] be too great for 
demand and that oversupply will 
haunt markets. 


On the New York mercantile ex- 
change, August crude oil futures 
closed at 516.01 a barrel, down 36 
cents from Thursday's close. 


Gold also fell. On the New York 
commodity exchange August gold 
futures lost $4.90 to close at $446.00 
an ounce. But the stronger dollar 
provided good news for the U.S. 
government bond market as the 30- 
year bond closed at 102-28/32, up 
24,32.

Until last December, occasional 
setbacks notwithstanding, Israel had 
reason for satisfaction at the im- 
provement in its international stand- 
ing and image, even though one = 
portant foreign policy matter ba 
for some time been a major bone of 
contention in its government of “‘na- 
tional unity.” 

Practically everywhere, in East 
and West, in the Third World and 
even in some Mosiem and Arab cap- 
itals, Israel had gained new -- or re- 
gained lost — territory; it began to 
encounter less opposition in the 
UN, in its affiliated ies and 
a muttilateral organizations. 

pariah status, triggered 

by the illstarred Lebanese a 
tare — not without some self-righ- 
teous hypocrisy on the part of its 
critics ~ had gradually been lifted. 
High-level state and official visits 
from and to Israel were resumed, 
underlining its re-admission to the 
orbit of respectability, symbolized 
by international political tourism. 

Intifada did not change this over- 
night. Other governments, too, in- 
cluding some in Arab countries, 
were as unp for and sur- 
prised by the events, which for sev- 
eral weeks they were inclined to re- 
gard as just another symptom of 
“traditional” Arab-Israeli hostility 


and violence, and in the early stages 
most of them maintained a business- 
as-usual attitude.

tion - does the text tell us he uses a 
stick (verse 27). “Then the Lord 
opened the ass’s mouth,” and she 
asks plaintively why she’s being 
beaten. Balaam is so angered that 
he says he'd kill the animal, since 
she made a mockery of bim. 

The great irony of the passage, of 
course, is that not only isn’t the ani- 
mal endangering Balaam, but just 
the opposite is true: she is trying to 
save him from sure disaster, which 
he doesn't yet perceive. Balaam 
thought that the creature was the 
problem. As events unfold, howev- 
er, Balaam is the problem and the 
ammal is trying to save its master, 
despite the blows she endures at his 
hands. 


WHAT SENSE can be made of this 
incident, and how do the violent 
events of the past half-year fit in? 
Let's begin with a superficial expla- 
nation and then see on second look 
that the story -- like events today -- is 
tantalizingly complex. 

The simplistic explanation makes 
a direct one-to-one correspondence: 
we have been “riding” on another 
people and relating to it as a crea- 
ture that exists only to meet our 
needs. Since it served us in silence 
forso many years, it never occurred 
to us that the creature had ἃ will of 
its own, The ing denigration of 
another being (in Buberian terms, 
“[ -- it” rather than “I -- Thou”) 
could endanger our souls, perhaps 
our very lives.
